HOAR’S ANTI-TRUST BILL. 
ANOTHER TALK ABOUT rr. 
‘BY DIRECT un TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—[Exciusive 
Dispatch.] The bill which Senator 
Hoar has introduced for the regula- 
tion of trusts is not intended by him 
to work a radical cure of all trust 
evils. He does not expect it to be the 
final legislation on the question. 
“The bill which I have prepared,” 
said the Senator today. “I believe con- 
servative and moderate. It will work 
no serious injury to any lawful buel- 
ness. Indeed, I took pains to put into 
the bill a provision that the Attorney- 
General may, in his discretion, refrain 
from proceeding to obtain a decree 
which will absolutely prevent the con- 
tinuance of business by the associa- 
tion against which any civil proceed- 
ing may be instituted, if, in his judg- 
ment, the interruption of such busi- 
ness will cause serious public loss or 
inconvenience. I have tried to avoid 
any provision which might work harm 
to any legitimate enterprise.” 


In Senator Hoar's opinion, there is 
nothing in the bill which is not in 
strict accord with the Constitution. 
One thing which is of vital conse- 
quence is the provision contained in 
section 11: “That every president, 
treasurer, general manager, agent or 
other person usually exerciaing the 
power which officers any corporation, 
joint stock company, or other nsso- 
ciation exercise, who has himsalf in 
its behalf violated, united to violate or 
voted for or consented to violation of 
any provision of this act, shall there- 
after be personally Nable for all the 
debts and obligations of any such cor- 
poration.” 

“It is doubted,” says Senator Hoar, 
“whether any one man will care to ac- 
cept such responsibility, and even if 
such a thing should happen in the case 
of a single corporation, instances must 
be few. It may be objected by some 
that the United States government has 
ne constitutional power to make an 
officer of a corporation “ersonally a- 
ble for all its debts. But the bill has

JURORS MUST ; PAID. 


LAW IS CONSTITYTION 
(RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jaa. 3.<-The con- 
stitutionality of the legislative enact- 
ment allowing jurors a fee of §2 for 
each day's service in criminal cases 
was affirmed by the Supreme Court 
today in the suit of Andrew Jackson 
against Auditor Baehr. It is held that 
the State Legislature has a jerfect 
right to fix the compensation of jurors 
in any sort of a case. It is also de- 
cided that 2 must be pa d a juror for 
every day of attendancé at a trial, 
even though he perform no jury duty. 
A mileage of 15 cents is also allowed 
for each mile traveled by a juror in 
coming to a trial. A juror is defined 
as any pe son selected and summoned 
according to law to serve in that ca- 
pacity, whether the jury has been ac- 
tually impaneled and sworn or not. 

Another act passed at the same time 

as the foregoing and providing t all 
persons who had served on juries in 
criminal cases since 1896 should receive 
$2 for each day of duty was declared 
uncenstitution The suit war brought 
in tae name of Roland Powell against 
James D. Phelan as Mayor of San 
Francisco. Had the claim been al- 
lowed many thousands of dollars 
would have had to be paid from the 
City Treasurer for back fees. 
The court holds that this previous 
service at the time it was rendered had 
been considered gratuitous and that 
the slature, in passing the law 
violated Article IV, of the State Con- 
stitution, which says: “The Legisia- 
ture shall have no power to make any 
gift of any money or of 
Value to an individual, municipal or 
other corporation.” 

The court adds in conclusion a state- 
ment to the effect that if the cla 
for back fees were allowed, jurors who 
had served at any time in the history 
of the State would be entitled to e- 
cover public moneys

Mr. Shortridge read a section from 
the answer to the complaint, showing 
that reiteration of the truth of the al- 
legations about Mrs. Neresheimer was 
set forth there plainiy and emphati- 
cally, and that justification of this 
part of the alleged libel was undoubt- 
ediy included in the-pleadings. The 
court replied:

she had given exhibitions of character 
readings and recitations; others might 
call it mind reading, but she did not. 
“I was trying to show something more 
than mind—to prove the immortality 
of the soul,” this soulful plaintiff and 
witness raid. 

“I gave many readings without 
money, and when money was collected 
it was used in my charitable work. 
There were classes that would meet 
for those readings; I never gave any 
seances.” She never gave readings for 
personal profit, she said. 

Mrs. Tingley, in response to ques- 
tions put by Attorney Frederic Kel- 
logs. then entered upon a long ex- 
planation of the “insane” ceremonies 
described by Mrs. Mohn in her deposi- 
tion. Her recollections about some of 
these occurrences were very vague. 
There was really very little of the 
spectacular that she could remember. 

Mrs. Tingley said she never gave or- 
ders to the participants in ceremonies 
to march or sit with fingers on lips, 
but we Theosophists do put our fin- 
gers on our lips sometimes,” she said. 
“It was our habit when on the hill,” 
she continued, “but not enforced, not 
to indulge in gossiping or talking un- 
til we got outside the gate. It was the 
site of our temple anu we regarded it 
much the same as a church.” 

She could not recall any night, except 
one, in watching the New Year. On 
that occasion they went up on the hill 
(the holy hill) and sat on the benches 
there. 

The court in overruling a motion to 
strike out this answer, took occargon 
to remark that the custom of watching 
out the old year and watching in the 
new was not peculiar to the Point 
Loma institution. 

Mrs. Tingley said she never sprinkled 
the ashes of Mme. Blavateky or of W. 
O. Judge on the ground when dedicat- 
ing a corner-stone. 

She denied in toto her alleged con- 
versation with Mrs. Mohn concerning 
parental love. She did tell Mrs. Mohn 
that she (Mrs. Mohn) was holding back 
her little girl She never said that 
mother love was all right, but should 
be killed out in order to develop the 
child so as to become a worker for hu- 
manity. 

Mrs. Mohn, witness said, was very 
incorrigible and was urged (by Mrs. 
Tingley) to leave Point Loma. Mrs. 
Mohn had never paid for the support 
of herself and little girl. From the 
testimony of the witness it appeared 
that people who did not pay anything 
were generally urged to depart. She 
did not testify that any payers were 
ever fired out. Non-payers were a bad 
lot generally. 

When asked whether armed guards 
were maintained at Point Loma, ob- 
jection was made by the defense, be- 
cause defendant had not been allowed 
to get in any testimony on the point, 
The court, in sustaining the objection, 
said: 


The court has not changed its con- 
victions on this point. It is immate- 
rial whether guards are there or not, 
or whether they carry clubs or not, 
unless it is done to deter inmates from 
leaving, and as I do not now recall 
any evidence which in the slightest 
degree established that inference, I 
think it is immaterial. It is useless to 
pursue this line of questioning any 
further.” .

OPE OF THE NEGRO 
TOLD AT CLAREMONT. 


BOOKER T. WASHINGTON SPEAKS 
AT POMONA COLLEGE. 


— — 
Received With Great Demonstration 


by Students and by Throng Gatherc4 
from Many Mileg to Hear Distinguished 
Colored Man. 


CLAREMONT, Jan. 2.-—One of the 
greatest, as well as one of the most 
famous, men who have visited Pomona 
College, delivered a memorable ad- 
dress in Holmes Hall this afternoon, 
It was Booker T. Washington, whose 
personality has been the center of in- 
terest in Southern California during 
the past week. 

Although the speaker was not sched- 
uled to appear before 2:45 o'clock in 
the afternoon, the crowds from the 
surrounding towns began to draw into 
town soon after the noon . hour, and 
from then until the scheduled time the 
incoming tide increased. People came 
by every manner of conveyance, in au- 
tomobiles, in carriages, on bicycies and 


on foot. 

The aker of the day appeqred, 
and with difficulty made his wat to 
the platform, escorted by President 
George A. Gates. The applause which 
@reeted him was royal. The throng 
which listened was unprecedented here 
in size and in the completeness of at- 
tention given. After an appropriate 
introduction by Dr. Gates, Mr. Wash- 
ington arose amid great applause. 

“After one of the most beautiful 
rides of my lite,“ he sald among other 
things, I am privileged to appear be- 
fore vod this afternoon. Not long ago 
the institution I represent — the 
privilege of a visit from ident 
Gates when I, to my great regret, was 
absent. Today, as I visit Pomona Col- 
lege, I am glad that Dr. Gates is pres- 
ent. There is one important problem 
which I wish briefly to discuss this 
afternoon, and before we discuss it it 
is necessary that we understand the 
condition of the white man of the 
South and the black man of the past. 

“When I was a boy, I remember the 
prayer of my mother that she migh: 
see the time when she and her boy 
might, under Lineoin’s guidance, be 
forever free drom slavery. My friends, 
I am proud that I have lived to wit- 
ness the dawn of that day. [Applause 
My early days were attended with the 
direst necessity and the most painful 
privation. When I reached Hampton 
Institute I had just 50 cents in my 

ket. I was only permitted to. enter 
the institution after being tested by 
the principal in thoroughly sweeping 
and dusting a dirty schoolroom. That 
my friends, was my college examina- 
tion—one that has given me more 
pleasure and pride than any I have 
since taken. [Applause.) 

“After graduating from Hampton in- 
stitute, my work in founding Tuske- 
gee Institute was hardly less fraught 
with the sufferings of poverty from 
those early days in 1881 when even 4 
henhouse was used for a schoolhouse; 
we have gradually grown until today 
Tuskegee Institute owns 2600 acres of 
land, has fifty-nine buildings, the entire 
property being valued at $450,000: and 
our annual expense reaches $120,000. 

“The work at our institution has becn 
primarily designed to meet definite and 
practical needs in the world’s life. We 
are teaching students that scientific 
farming and scientific buiiding and 
mazonry are noble enterprises. We are 
teaching students, my friends, thai Le- 
ing worked meens degradation and 
that working means civilization. The 
nation has come to indorce our Ideas, 
until, in the year 1902, no less than 800 
students re obliged to be turned 
away for lack of accommodations. That 
is the pularity of Tuskegee Insti- 
tute today. 

“We, of our institute, believe in dig- 
nifying every common labor which 
goes to build the world; we betieve 
in making work, if well done, nothing 
lees than sublime. 

“We once had a poor girl leave our 
inetitution without graduating, who 
starte® a school in a poverty- 
stricken district, and in a few years 
completely remodeled the life of that 
community. She gave the ple new 
life, new hope and new industry. and 
finally, in view of her signal services, 
was invited to our platform to addrers 
us and receive the diploma which we 
should have given her long before. My 
friends, it is just this noble. heroic 
service which ia the very life and sal- 


vation of my race; nay more, that serv- 


ice is working out the complete civili- 
gation of your country and my country. 
Wherever the lessons of thrift and in- 
dustry are being taught to my people, 
they are demonstrating their ability to 
make lcyal, potriotic, splendid Ameri- 
can citizens. The negro race is pa- 
tiently and surely emerging from the 
cloud of centuries of slavery. More and 
more is the spirit of sympathy and of 
service dominating ali our educated 
men, just in the degree that the col- 
ored man makes himee!lf useful, jort 
in the degree that he can do some- 
thing better than somebody else can do 
it, will he be recognized and valued as 
a component part of the naiion. My 
friends, it is by inepiring the members 
of our race with the sublimity of the 
common, that we are elevating them 0 
the highest ideals. With the hammer 
and with the trowei. the colored man ts 
laying the fourldations of the mag 
nifictént structure which formes the 
strongest, the safest, the grandest bul- 
werk of our beloved America.”

UMBER’S STRIDES 
AT SAN PEDRO 


BUSINESS NEARLY DOUBLED IN 
PAST YEAR. 
— — 
Receipts for Twelve Months About 
Tiree Hundred Million Feet and Cor- 


responding Aggregate for Previous 
Year Was Little Over Half. 


* 


SAN PEDRO, Jan. 3.—The report of 
the local customs office for Decem- 
ber, shows that ninety-three vessels 
entered this port, of which seventy- 
six were steamers and seventeen 
schooners. The list of woodstuffs 
brought from northern ports, and dis- 
charged over the San Pedro docks for 
distribution throughout the Western 
Staten and Territories, includes 16)- 
7,448 feet of what is classed as lum- 
ber, 14,871,500 shingles, 630,775 shakes, 
36,960 rallroad ties, 924 poles, and 456 
plies. Other receipts included 1200 tons 
of merchandise, The number of pas- 
sengers was 1725. The vessels car- 
ried away 857 tons of me&chandise and 
1820 passenger. 

Duro the twelve months ending 
December SI, the lumber receipts 
amounted to nearly 300,000,000 fet, as 
againet 160,000,009 feet in 1901. There 
were more than twice as many vessels 
entering the harbor in 1902 as in the 
previous twelve months. By conserva- 
tive estimate, the total value of the 
luynber diecharged over the San 
Pedro docks was $6,000,000, which is an 
increase of over 10 per cent. above the 
value of the previous year's receipts.

The 1 against the social clubs 
that dot every highway of Los Angeles 
county, dealing out liquor to the 
thirsty, will be renewed ‘tomorrow, 
when Dr. E. 8. Chapman, superin- 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon League, ar- 
rives from Oakland, where he spent the 
holidays with his daughter. With 
freshened vigor he will inaugurate a 
new fight against tbe resorts that 
thrive under the guis. of clubs, but 
which, it is claimed by the Anti-Saloon 
League, daily violate the county or- 
dinance, which prohibits the selling 
of liquor without a licenre. 

“This is the beginning of the end, 
sald Rev. J. H. Scott, field secretary 
of the organization. “The downfall of 
the iniquitous movement already has 
begun, and is well on its way to com- 
pletion. Now that the State 
county campaigns are at an end we 
have ceased our political activity, 
which, 1 believe, was effective in se- 
curing the defeat of some champions 
of the salon movement.

The present ordinances are 
adequate—we are Satisfied of that, and 
are backed in our belief by the re- 
cently-elected District Attorney, Capt. 
J. D. Fredericks. 

“Tl am satisfied that we can close all 
clubs that are maintained in districts 


where are not wanted by the 
people. that is necessary to close 
them is — public sentiment. 


The clubs can be driven out of- any 
mace where their presence is obnoxious. 

ng Beach and Pomona afford good 
examples of what can be done by the 
peopie. Through the efficiency of the 
officials in those cities the clubs have 
been compelled to close, and the same 
result may be obtained in every other 
part of the county. 

“We depend greatly, of course, on the 
officers of the law to stop the traffic. 
Wherever they proceed with vigor they- 
can obtain convictions, provided jus- 
tices and juries are not prejudiced in 
favor of the clubs. Wherever neces- 
sary, the Anti-Saloon League ists 
the county in obtaining and in 
conducting the prosecution. 

“Before the end of the new year,” 
added Mr. Scott, “we hope to blot out 
all the clubs.” 

E. L. Hutchison (“El Hutch,”) who; 
has measured swords th the league 
in many saloon and club battles, takes 
a different view of the. situation. He 
deciares that out ef fifty prosecutions 
of club proprietors, forty-seven ac- 
quittals have been obtained. This is 
slightly at variance with the statement 
of the league officials, who say there 
have been but twenty-five cases, with 
the honors about even for plaintiff! and 
defendant. 

“There are about eighty social clubs 
in Los Angeles county,” said Hutchison 
yesterday, “all of which are operating 
within the law. We claim their richt 
to exist is the same as that of the 
California and Jonathan clubs of Los 
Angeles and other similar organiza- 
tions. Some of the social clubs may 
not be of so high an order as those 
named; others are equal to them in 
every way. The law provides that the 
corporations may be organized for any 
legal purpose, and that their charters 
may be annulled only by action of the 
Attorney-General of the State. Social 
clubs are legal corporations. 

“I understand that Senator Hahn 
of Pasadena will introduce a bill in 
the Legislature, aimed at social clubs, 
but he is an attorney for the Sthte 
Liquor Dealers’ Association and will 
handle the bill only as a blind. While 
he may introduce and vote for it, he 
will not be sincere in that action. He 
will see to it that half a dosen or a 
dozen other lawmakers vote against it. 

I have no particular interest in the 
matter,” said Hutchison, “except that 
I act as attorney for some of the club 


proprietors.”

The instant killing of a young man 
by 4 carelessly-fired bullet, on . 
Year's Eve, the narrow escape of An- 
other citizen from a stray bullet which 
entered his home on Friday evening, 
and other similar occurrences which 
have been uncomfortably frequent for 
a long time past, emphasize the need 
for a more rigid enforcement of the 
ordinance against the discharge of fire. 
arms within the city limits. , Thie or- 
dinance is so habitually violated that 
it has virtually become a dead letter. 
It is time to revive it, and to give it 
operative force. 

It is not to be supposed, of course, 
that an officer can always be around 
in the vicinity when somebody is about 
to violate this ordinance. But if ex- 
amples were made of a few of the per- 


the city limits, contrary to lew, there 
would soon be a distinct falling off in 
the number of violations of this partic. 
war ordinance. To apprehend all of- 
fenders of this kind is manifestly um- 
possible. But it would be compara- 
tively easy to arrest and convict some 
of them. Such action is precisely what 
is needed to put a stop to the foolish 
and dangerous practice. 

The ordinance against discharging 
firearms in the city perhaps most 
frequently and most persistently vio. 
lated in the suburban sections, both 
by night and day. In some of the 
suburban sect it is a common thing, 
at all hours before midnight, and often 
long after midnight, to hear the noise 
of firearms. Careless boys, out for a 
lark, are usually responsible for the 
disturbance. But the practice is none 
the less dangerous because it is not in- 
spired by any criminal intent. The 
bullet that killed young Mr. Jones was 
fired by a young man out for a lark. 
The ordinance forbidding this practice 
of discharging firearms is a good one, 
necessary for the proper protection of 
the public, and it, ought to be en- 
forced as rigidly as’ possible.

WITH TRAVELERS 


Stephen Korvin, a Russian, now U- 
ing in the United States, is at the Van 
Nuys. Mr. f who has just come 
from the continent, is in a position to 
speak authoritatively of the national 
situation in Russia. 

To a Times reporter Mr. Korvin sald 
last evening: “Russia is an autocracy? 
The people want a democracy, Or at 
the least a constitutional government. 
Whether they get it depends entirely 
upon, the army. If the army imbibes 
the ideas of liberty, which are being 
spread broadcast, the change will 
probably be made peacefully and 
quietiy: if jt does not, in my opinion 
there will a revolution surpassing 
in horror that of France—and that will 
be the end of it. 

“The Russian peasantry have always 
believed that they exisied because a- 
lowed to do bo by the Czar; now they 
are learning with surprise that the 
reverse is true, and that their ruler 
reigns because they allow him. 

“The real and pr.mary reason of the 
Turkish war was the desire of the 
government to turn the minds of its 
subjects from the Nihiiistic thinking 
then prevalent among the lower classes, 
and which hung as a threatening cloud 
over tyranny. War was deemed the 
best cure for the disease of loving lib- 
erty. 

“And just here the government over. 
reached itself. The rank and file of 
the soldiery, enduring hardship and 
privation and death, were tod that 
they were suffering to give Bulgaria 
freedom. Immediately they began to 
ask themselves the purpose of dying 
for freedom in another land when they 


had none themselv and the wise 
plan of the ministegal heads 
nearly resulted in a gatastrophe. 


“The native R n is not allowed 
to learn the meaning of liberty. All 
reading matter which may tend in that 
direction is Carefully excluded from his 
eyes. Even the most innocent papers 
from foreign countries are carefully 
examined as they come through the 
mails by Unguistic experts, who are 
hired te do nothing else, and whole 
columns are stricken out. I have seen 
the New York Herald files in hotels 
with column after column dlackened. 
and outside of local affairs I never 
knew the Herald to meddle with the 
political situation. No news concern- 
ing the Czar or his family is allowed 
to be published except under the s‘rict- 
est censorship. 

“The Russian ,ypolice are a powerful 
class, and their secret-service agents 
are on every street, listening to the 
converea tions on. With them 
the fimelest excuse does for an arrest, 
and once under police surveillance a 
man's future there is destroyed. As 
| the police are becoming more numer- 
ous and tyrannical, so their opponents, 
the Nihilists, seem. to grow boider with 
every year. In a few hours sometimes 
the streets of a village will be covered 
with the most inflammable matter 
com! apparently from nowhere, and 
though strenuous efforts are made to 
gather this up, of course, some of it 
escapes the eyes of the vigilantes. In 
some places demonstrations and pa- 
rades have taken place during the past 
few years, with actual conflicts with 
the officers, in which many have n 
killed. 

The Russian autocracy takes no ac 
count of its subjects as human beings; 
to those In authority the vast under- 
Class is simply a collection of tax- 
paying machinery for the support of 


Vast imperial ret nue. The tax rate is 
exorbitant all through Russia, and all 
the possessions of ihe poor are fre- 
quently taken wunfeelingly from them 
because they are utterly unable to 
meet the unjust demand. What ie it 
to the monarchy that a serf of theirs 
has a wife and children to be turned 
out in the terrible cold of a Russian 
winter? Absolutely nothing. 

“The propagandists of democracy are 
beginning to strike through the army. 
Beginning with the officers, they hope 
eventugliy to control the privates. 

“Wh the army sides in with the 
subject class there will be no mon- 
archy.”

They Call for New Treasury Notes 
at a Furious Rate—Haré Task Count- 
ing Redeemed Bills. 

{Brooklyn Eagie:}] National banks 
have been springing up in the differ- 
ent States like mushrooms ever since 
the passage of the gold-standard act 
of March 14, 1900. Over a thousand 
national banks have been created 
under that act. Naturally the volume

Washington for redemption. 

The little band of expert note coun- 
ters employed in Treasurer Roberts's 
office have been leading a strenuous 
existence for the past six months. 
From é¢arly morning till late at night 
they handle stacks and stacks of i- 
smelling bille that have been passed 
from hand to hand and from pocket to 


pocket until they are worn so that 
they barely cling ther. 

The average amount of money re- 
ceived for redemption now runs in 
the.neighborhood of $1,700,000 per day. 


A year ago the average was about 
$1,000,000, and those figures eclipsed 
anything that had ever been known 
before. But in the past year the busi- 


ness of this divigion has nearly 
doubled. In November of year 
the Treasury handled 33,000, notes 


that were received for exch ; last 
month the number of bills handled 
was 55,090,000. 

During the first five months of the 
current fiscal year the national-bank 
circulation increased $28,180,000. This 
is the best possible indication of the 
prosperity of the cuntry. But it means 
hard work for Mr. Roberts's clerks. 
The lower windows of the Treasury 
gleam with Now lights nearly every 
night, showing that the amount of 
notes received that morning was too 
much for the day force to dispose of, 
and that it was necessary te finish 
at night. 

One of the worst features is the in- 
ability of the office to get. notes out 
as fast as the banks cai) for them. 
The amount of bank notes redeemed, on 
hand for assortment and delivery No- 
vember 20, 1900, was $4,726,000. On the 
same date, 1901, it was $7,100,000, and 
at the close of last month it had be- 
come $12,509,000, an increase in 
years of a little less than threefold. 

The stock of paper on which United 


and a special appropriation is 
n to keep off a famine in paper 
money. This paper is made at the Crane 
mills in ‘Massachusetts, that firm having 
had the cont ever since 1879. The 
government pa between $200,000 and 
$500,000 every ear for its supply of 
distinctive paper. It has 

blue silk running rough it, A 
heavy penalty is enforced aga any 
person attempting to imitate it. 

At the present there is on hand 
only about 3,000, sheets. The money 
avaiiable will purchase some 16,000,000 
sheets more, so that there will be a little 
less than 20,000,000 sheets of paper to 
run the govermment until July next. 
As a matter of fact it will last only 
until the latter part of February. 

The daily requirements of + ng 
of Engravings and Printing is about 
150,000 sheets. It is estimated that 
about 18,000,000 more sheets than are 
now on hand will be needed to last 
until the end of the present fiscal year. 
Secretary Shaw has, accordingly, re- 
quested Congress to give to him an ap- 
propriation of $108,000 with which to 
buy the paper. The Crane firm charges 
at the rate of $5720 per 1.000.000 sheets.

View of the President. 

A novel view of President Roosevelt 
is contributed by Louis Michel, editor 
of Der Deutsch Amerikaner, w 
introduced to the 
Wednesday at 
Representatives achter and Schlem 
of Maryland. 

When it is considered that Mr. Michel 
and the two Congressmen were with 
the President not more than twenty 
minutes, Mr. Michels account of what 
occur will give an idea of just how 
strenuous the President is and how 
much he can crowd into a small space 
of time. Mr. Michel today described 
his visit as follows: 

“President Roosevelt is not only one 
of the greatest statesmen this country 
has ever had, but he is also a erest 
literary man, and 1 don't think the 
is any other man in the Republican 
party who could have discussed the 
German and Dutch. authors as he did. 
The fact that the President gave us 


ws how inte he was in the 
question of German literature. 

In the course of his talk the Pres- 
dent referred to the ‘Zering.’ the mas- 
terpiece of Theodore Koerner, a Ger- 
man soldier and poet, and recited sev- 
eral passages of the Nibelungen 
He said he admired Schiller 

and referred to  Gotthoid 
Ephriam Lessing, the author of Na- 
than the Wise,’ who was really the 
founder of the realistic school of Ger- 
man literature. 

“He showed that he was conversant 
with these authors, and I regard him 
a master mind. Indeed, I was dum- 
founded at his knowledge of European 
literature. He le a great admirer of 
Klapstock and Herder. 

“He said that the Boers are the de- 
scendants of the Frieslanders and Nor- 
mans through the Dutch. He men- 
tioned Herman, the king of the Che- 
ruskers, as a fine specimen of the old 
German hero. He spoke part of the 
time in German, part in Dutch and 
part in English, and repeated an old 
folklore song popular among the 
Dutch of South Africa, The Cows Are 
in the Clover.’ 

“When Mr. Wachter spoke of Fits 
Reuter. the principal author in Platt- 
deutsch, which is spoken in part of 
Northern Germany, Denmark and Hol- 
land. the President at once referred to 
the works of Reuter.

GIOVANNI GIOLITTI. 
d 


A Crest Force in the Italian Govern- 
ment of Today—Cause of Coolness Be- 


tween King and Queen. 
(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

ROME, Dec. 13.—Cabile dispatches 
from Rome always contain the name of 
Giovanni Giolitti,. if they have any- 
thing to do with politics. Private polit- 
ical diecussions in Italy are likewise 
bound sooner cr later to turn upon the 
doings of ihe powerful Democrat, who, 
although nominally only the Minister of 
the Interior, is the rea! soul ind spirit 
ot the present Italian Cabinet. . 

He is a tall, ugiy man, with a long 
nose, who impresses his personality on 
whosoever he comes in contact with 
— man who plainiy shows his mid- 
dle-class birth, but, true democrat in 
feeling. he holds his own with princes 
without the embarrass- 
me 


Since he has held tus present office 
he has twice acted as notary for the 
crown at the baptism of Victor Eman- 
vel III's two daughters, belug a favor- 
ite with their father. At court, however, 
he has at least one enemy, Queen 

rita, Who tees in him the evil 
power behind the throne, which is sap- 
ping the foundations of the monarchy. 
To begin with, he is the supporter, if 
not the framer, of the Divorce Bill, 
which she regards with horror as 
sacrilegious, so the Minister is thus di- 
rectly responsible for a large measure 
of the coolness existing between her 
and the King, who upholds his Liberal 
Cabinet. 

Giolitti is most democratic in habit, as 
well as sentiment. Once when he was 
leaving a smal! town, the railway au- 
thorities ordered a special carriage for 
him. The station master, together with 
friends, admirers and supperters of the 
then Premier, waited for over an Four. 
only to find that the Premier, as he 
then was, had quietly mixed in with 
the crowd—it was marke: day—had 
seated himself in a third-class carriage, 
and made himself mightily agrecablie to 
his humble fellow-travelers during the 


journey. 

Giolitt!'s courage, however, failed at 
a critical moment, putting back his ca- 
reer a dozen years. He had all the 
documents of the great bank « andais 
in his hands, and intended to prove the 
matter to the bottom, but, appalled by 
the depths revealed, tried to draw back 
when too late, and was even obliged to 
“retire” to Berlin for a time, where he 
has a married daughter, until the storm 
blew over. 

Yet whatever strength the Cabinet 
has is due to this big ugly man, who, 
it was declared, would quarte!l with the 
rest of the Cabinet and lead the country 
into revolution. On the contrary, he 
has been largely responsible for pre- 
venting an outbreak of the discontent 
with which Italy is infected. He has 
gained steadily in. prestige, and hus re- 
vealed himself to be a bigger statesman 
than had been supposed, even by most 
of his friends. If all goeg well, he will 
cut an important figure on the future 
pages of Italy's history.

BAD EFFECTS OF FALSE POLICY. 
It is only possible here te refer to a 
few of the industries in which the in- 
jurious effects of the ca canny policy 
Dave been made manifest. One of the 


ago it was no uncommen th 
agvérage Workman on average work 
tay & thousand bricks per day, and on 
dome of the simpler kinds work us 
many as 1200 bricks have been laid. 
Bvidence coilected from various reliab‘e 
goes to show that the recog- 
hised number is now about four bun- 
dred per day on work for private em- 
ployers, and somewhere between 20 
and 300 on work for public authorities, 
such as the county councils and school 
The public, the employers, and 
the ge themselves have ail 
alike sufie from this ridicuious te- 
striction. The rising rates of - which 
such complaint has deen hb in re- 
cent years, are really one of the eus 
of the evils which have been prvuduc! 
As the cost of bricklaying has risen, the 
master builders have naturally in- 
creased the charges to their custom- 
ers; and the customers, in their turn, 
have, to a large extent, refrained from 
building houses which would otherwise 
have been, built. Thus the scope for 
the bricklayers activity is diniuteshing. 
and the housing problem which is s0 
serious in al! great cities is made con- 
tinually more c flicult to deal with. 
Of all the absurd and vexatious Inter- 
ferences by trades unions, the ‘nost ab- 
surd and vexatious are those which 
are enforced in the filnt-glass trade; 
in fact, they are so absurd as to be 
hardly bellevabie, if we had not the 
strongest possible evidence of their ex- 
istence. The men are supposed to work 
in six-hour turns, but. as matter of 
fact, the union fixes the number of 
every kind of article to be made dur- 
ing a turn at such a figure that the 
work ean be got through in about four 
hours, In one instance cighty of a cei- 
tain article had been recognized as the 
number to be made in a turn, de work 
being done in three hours and three- 
— The employer being faced with 
oreign competitiog, induced the men to 
make 100 of the ticle, but this ar- 
rangement was immediately repudiated 
by the union cialis, The union has 
4 arrogat to itseif the right to say 
where particular men shall be em- 
ployed. When any vacancy occurs the 
manufacturer has to make application 
to the district secretary of the union, 
and the latter sends him any man 
chooses—very frequently a man well 
known to both the secretary 
manufacturer to be useless, and in 
some cases even a man who has been 
just discharged from the same estab- 
lishment. A man thus sent must be 
kept for at least fourteen days, and 
in some extreme cases it has deen 
deemed. preferabie to pay him a fort- 
night's wages for doing nothing. rather 
than allow him to do a stroke of work, 
and thereby waste good material. 
The men in the trade are classified 
into five different grades, and the un- 
jon claims to control the promotion of 
men from one grade to another. It will 
not allow a promotion so long as there 
are any men out of work in the class 
to which the promotion is to be made, 
and as, owing to the union tactics, there 
are always a large number of men out 
of work, there is practically no chance 
of promotion for a youth entering the 
trade. The union also claims to decide 
as to whether a-smaster Shall take on 
an apprentice. 
But we have not even yet 2 
the devices of this curious body f 
limiting the amount of work done. In 
a glass factory there are, of course, dif- 
ferent sets of men employed upon mak- 
ing different articles, and it ts a rule of 
the union that if the men employed on 
any one article cease work for any 
cause whatever, the whole of the men 
in the factory must cease work at the 
same time. The result is that a manu- 
facturer,.in order to keep his business 
going, has frequently to make a large 
quantity of some particular article 
which he does not require, and which 
he may have to keep in stock for an 
indefinite period. It is hardly necessary 
to add that the industry is being rap!cly 
kilied out. Twenty-five years ago there 
were fifty manufactories in full work, 
now it would be difficult to find twenty, 
and the output of these is in many 
cases not more than half what it for- 
merly was. The number of factories 
is diminishing year * while the

IN THE PRINTERS’ TRADE. 

Another trade which has suffered se- 
verely from the adoption \ of the 
“ea’canny’) principle, is that of print- 
ing. The clals of the printers’ union 
have deliberdtely set themselves to dis- 
-ourage the introduction of improved 
aachmery by cutting down the 
amount of work obtained from it. New 
presses, which have been introduced at 
immense expense,for the sake of ‘the 
greater speed at which the work can 
be done, have been rendered practi- 
cally useless. The advantages of the 
compdésing machines, which have been 
largely introduced of recent years, 
have been, to a great extent, nullified 
by the same policy. A competition in 
machine composing was receniiy held, 
and the union officials would not ailow 
any of their members to enter for it. 
The competition was thus left entirely 
in the hands of non-union men, the 
of whom set up 17,:16 ems of (or- 
rected matter per hour, and the sec- 
ond on the list set up considerably over 
16,00 ems per hour. [It would appear 
from these figures that there should 
be no difficulty whatever in produci

In most cases it is difficult to point 
to any express declaration of the 
“ca’canny”™ policy, but one of the lead- 
i printers’ unions has adopted two 
ru which can only be intended for 
the limitation of output. According to 
one rule: “No member shail accept 
work on composing machines on terms 
under which he is called upon to pro- 
duce a fixed amount of composition.” 
According te the other: Ne machine 
operator working on ‘stab mark 
his copy, or be called upon avsist 
any method which may be suggest 
for the purpose of testing the amount 
of his composition.” A more naked 
declaration of an intention to do as 
little work as possible could hardly be 
coneeived. The above a a few 
instances of the many which might 
be quoted to shew the bondage which 
rrades unions seek to upon 
ritish industry, and which in nau 
cases they have succeeded in Imposing. 
Wherever they have deen successful 
the industry has either decffned, or its 
natural expansion has been checked. 
The glass trade is almost extinct, and 
the buliding and printing trades’ have 
been, and are being, seriousiy dam- 
aged with the most disastrous conse- 
quences for all concerned. Needless to 
say, the overbearing attitude of the 
unions has at last called forth attempts 
to cope with them op the part of the 
employers. These efforts are happily 
meeting with some success, notably in 
the engineering trades, where the 
employers have secured gfreatly-in- 
creased liberty of working, as a conse- 
quence Of the collapse ot the strike at 
the beginning of 1598. But it must in 
any case be a long and arduous under- 
taking to piace British industry in the 
position which it ought, and might oc- 
cupy in the commercial world. . 
THE EMPLOYERS’ COUNCIL. 
The Employers’ Parliamentary Coun- 
cil, whose objects are “to take action 
with respect to any bills introduced into 
either House of Parliament, affecting 
the interests of trade. of free contract, 
and of labor, or with respect to the ac- 
tion of imperial or loca! authorities af- 
fecting in any way the ald inter- 
esis,” was formed as the result of a 
meeting held at the Westminster Pal- 
ace Hotel on November 15, 1898. It had 
been feit for a long ume previously by 
many of the leading men in commer- 
clal life, that some organization\ was 
essential for opposing tie constantly- 
increasing number of measures brought 
forward in Parliament for interference 
with the trade and industry of the 
United Kingdom. These measures were, 


and are, constantiy pressed forward 
by well-organized les, which, al- 
though representing not more than 


about one in nine of the workmen ef 
the country, have by the very fact of 
their organization, come to. be regarded 
as entitied to speak on behalf of work- 
men generally. 

These bodies, in uence of the 
number of votes which they command 
in the constituencies, and still more 
the number which they are erroneous y 
supposed to command, have acquired 
very considerable influence.with both 
political parties; in fact, it has come 
to be generally recognized that no poll 
ticlan, whatever his personal opinions 
may be, can be trusted of himself to 
take up a just attitude where the in- 
terests of capitalists and employers 
come into conflict with the supposed 
interests of the working classes. On 
the other hand, employers were, to a 
large extent, disorganized. It is true 
that for a lo tl past each particu- 
lar section employers had had its 
own organization, but these had little 
influence. When their own particular 
trade was affected, each d them took 
what action it could to protect its own 
interests, but other bodies of employ- 
ers usually looked on and did nothing. 
The result was that each section was 
in danger of being cut off in detail 
without any attempt being made by the 
genera! y to resist those encroach- 
ments upon individual interests in 
which principles were involved that 
must ultimately prove fatal to the whole 
body. With a view of remedying this 
state of things, the meeting above 
mentioned was called, and its outcome 
was the establishment of the - 
ployers’ Parliamentary Council, with 
the object of bringing the opinions of 
the whole body of employers to bear 
against any measure likely to be in- 
jurious to any of the interests repre- 
sented. The capital represented at this 
preliminary meeting may be roughly 
estimated at about £1,000,000. In order 
that all sections of employers (even 
the smallest.) may be represented, the 
terms of membership have been fixed 
at a minimum subscription of ten 
guineas per annum, in addition to 
which a levy is raised every year, the 
maximum amount pagable by any one 
associetion being £ 10m). 

MODE OF OPERATION. 
Ever since its formation the council 
has been active in dealing with bills

before Each week during 


the session a list of bills is published. 
This Met is divided inte three columns, 
showing the purpose of the bill, and 
objectiofis of the council thereto 
in the Arm column; the name of mem- 
bers introducing it in the second col- 
Umm, and the stage reached in the 
third column. These lists are circulated 
among the officials and committees of 
the constituent associations, and are 
also sent to members of Parliament 
known to be in general sympathy with 
the objects of the council. Arrange- 
ments are made, w necessary, with 
members to keep watch over 
these bills, and to see that they do not 
b. through without debate in the early 
}hours of the mor and that where 
debate is necessary, the employers’ case 
is fully and accurately piaced before 
the House. When any particular bill 
to which the council objects has ob- 
tained such favorabie position on the 
paper that it is certain to come 
on for discussion, a “whip” is printed 
and widely circulated among members 
of Parliamept. and officials and mem- 
bers of associations. The latter are 
requested to write to all members with 
whom they have influence, and to re- 
quest other influential persons to do 
so. By these various means the coun- 
cil has succeeded in preventing the pas- 
sage of a large number of mischievous 
bills. Most of these, of .course, never 
had any chance of being discussed, 
but many of them would undoubtedly 
have shpped through as 
measures, if it had not been for the 
vigilant action of the council in put- 
ting members on their g against 
them. One of the most rous of 
the bills so dealt with was tne Mines 
(eight-hour) Bill, which, although 
limited to work in mines, would, if 
„ have established such a prece- 
dent as to render it difficult, if not 
impossible, to resist.the application of 
the principle to oth trades and in- 
dustries. The X. the bill was 
to limit empioyment in mines “from 
bank to dank to eight hours in any 
one day of twenty-four hours. Owing 
to the large number of members who 
have constituents employed as miners, 
this measure has a large number of 
sponsors every sessidn, and, as a re- 
sult, it nearly always secures a suffi- 
ciently good place to guarantee its dis- 
cussion. The Council has year by year 
issued a very ftwll statement of all 
the objections, both theoretical and 
practical, which can be faised to the 
measure, and it has hitherto been suc- 
cessful in preventing the second read- 
ing being carried in the House of Com-

When Parlament interfefed to 
limit the hours of women and children 
in factories, both were being taxed 
beyond their strength. amid surround- 
ings that were not generally as sani- 
tary as they should have been. The 
hours of labor were much longer than 
they are now; the education of the chil- 
dren was being negiected; the health 
and maternity of the women were be- 
ing injured, and other objectionable 
features were common. No one, how- 
ever, can claim that nine or ten hours 
of sanitary work are or 
oppressive.

MUNICIPAL TRADING. 

The subject of municipal trading has 
also engaged the attention of the 
council, Of recent years the trades un- 
ions by force of political intimidation 
have succeeded in having municipal 
laws and ordinances passed, by which 
town corporations are permitted to buy 
extensively of various kinds of sup- 
pliés. rough the influence e sed 
by the uflions, independent manufactur- 
ers, or rather those operating free 
shops, have been shut out of competi- 
tion, the trades unions insisting that 
the towns buy supplies from none ex- 
cept unionized establishments. Largely 
in co uence of the representations 
made by the Employers’ Parliamentary 
Council, a joint committee of both 
houres of Parliament to inquire into 
the subject, was appointed in the ses- 
sion of 1900. This committee took a 
large amount of evidence, among the 
witnesses being members of the coun- 
cll, who appeared on behalf of their re- 
spective industries. There not being 
time during the session to complete the 
evidence, no report was made by the 
committee, but the reappointment of 
this committee was recommended.

Craig.) whith has 
‘since become famous throughout the 
world. was a case in which «a 
butcher, the plaintiff, Leathem, was 
cailed upon by a union of butchers’ as- 
sistants to dismiss his non-union men, 
and on his refusal, pressure was 
brought to bear upon him by threaten- 
ing another butcher, whe was in the 
habit of taking a considerable quantity 
of meat from him weekly, unless the 
latter ceased dealing with the plaintiff, 
the whole of his men would be called 
out. The jury awarded him damages to 
the extent of £250. and judgment 
was given for that amount, together 
with the costa. The union, however, 
was determined to carry the case as 
far as it possibly could, and it was sub- 
sequently heard by no less than three 
courts, the final decision being given 
by the House of Lords affirming the 
original decision. This case has now 
become the leading authority on this 
branch of the law, and is of binding 
effect upon the whole of the courts of 
the United Kingdom. The council has 
issued a pamphiet entitled, The Law 
Relating to Labor Unions,” which con- 
tains a summary of the facts and de- 
cisions in all recent cases bearing on 
labor disputes, together with quota- 
tions from various acts of Parliament. 
This has been widely distributed among 
employers’ associations, and elsewhere, 
and has undoubtedly been of great 
value in informing employers as to their 
legal righta.

0 N THE sixteenth of December the Washington 
Evening Star issued its fiftieth anniversary edition

Ot no city in the country can it more truly be said that 
its old past is dead, and that, phoenix-like, there has 
arisen from its ashes a modern, beautiful city, keeping 
step with the nation’s growth and progress, and worthy 
of being the proud capital of one of the greatest peoples 
of today.

From Our Own Correspondent. 


of one of the richest coal-mining 
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Beigian’s Coal Pyramids. 


This coal region is far different from those of Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio or Tennessee. There it is mountainous. 
Here at Wasmes the land is flat. and the only eleva- 
tions are from the dumps of the mines. The coal here 
is filled with waste. It has to be sorted and the refuse 
is carried out upon cars. There is so much of it that a 
pyramidal mountain soon rises up beside each mine, 
standing out like a black cone against the blue sky.

Take your stand with me on one of these coal moun- 
tains just outside the mining town of Wasmes and look 
about you. See the farms covered with rich crops, with 
these coal mounds rising above them. There is one at 
our right with great bug-like bags crawling over it. 


They are not 
bags. They are women who are picking up the coal that 


has been lef in the waste. There comes a car along 
the coal mountain. Two women are pushing it and with 
the glass you can almost see their muscles swell as 
with bare they cast it on the dump. 

Now look that mound at the left. It is hundreds 
feet high, and, like the others about it, it is an evi- 
dence the enormous waste that the miners have to 
contend with. Every bit of coal that is brought to the 
to be vicked over and the waste is evidently 
the coal itself. 


Near every mound you see the huge buildings of the,

Tiger Lilies and Black Diamonds. 


In the United States the work is done altogether by 
men. Here most of the labor above the curface is per- 
formed by women. And such women! Laisty young 
girls of from sixteen t6 twenty. Pretty girls! rosy 
cheeked! round armed and plump, with faces smutty 
with coal dust, but at the same time comely! Their 
eyes are bright and their beauty is accentuated by the 
coal dust on their faces through which the red flames 
forth like that of the dark moss rose.

We 
enter the great works where the mighty shaft is jerking 
up and down raising the coal to the surface. At the 
mouth of the opening stand a half dozen of these Bel- 
gian girls, their heads done up in blue and white hand- 
kerchief turbans, their sleeves rolled up high above the 
elbows and their shapely ankles plainly showing be- 
tween the ends of their skirts and their white wooden 
clogs. See them grasp that car as the engine stops and 
shove it over the rails to where it is to be d 
the sorters.

And still they 
were toiling like so many horses, pushing the cars this 
way and that. Some were lifting great lumps of coal 
weighing from fifteen to twenty pounds cach, and others 
were doing all sorts of work which in America would 
be done by men. : 

In one place a ditch was being dug and lined with 
brick and cement. A girl of fifteen was mixing the 
mortar with a hoe, and a little further on at a brick 
pile three sturdy giris were loading bricks upon a wheel- 
barrow which a fourth girl pushed upon the car when 
it wus full. They were working hard, and the perspira- 
tion stood out in white beads upon their dusty faces. 
I tock a photograph of them, and my heart came inte 
my throat as they smiled. 


Wages in Belgium. 


I have said that the women who sort the coal earn 
about 30 cents a day. Some get less, but there are 
Others who make as much as 40 cents, and in the mines 
they are paid as high as 46 cents. Men miners get 79 or 
80 cents underground; and about 50 cents at the surface. 
Boys of fourteen and fifteen are paid 42 cents, and chiid- 
ren about 20 cents and upward. Altogether, there are 
124,090 miners in Belgium, and of them all 1 doubt 
whether 10 per cent. make a dollar a day. 

And still the Belgian working day averages from ten 
to twelve hours, and the average number of working 
Gays every year is more than 300. Low wages and long 
hours are the rule. There are 750,000 working people 
here of these nine-tenths work ten, eleven or more 
cen 


„ and 
hours per . Of all the workers one-fourth make 
less than 40 cents per day; one-fourth from 40 to 60 
ts, and another fourth from 70 to 80 cents per 
m. 


Women are everywhere paid less than the men, and 
about half of the female workers make less than 30 
cents a day, while in the whole country of more than 
| six millions, half of whom are women, only 395 women 
get as much as 80 cents a day. 

Among the best-pald women here are those who work 
underground in the mines. The work is hard and de- 
grading. It unsexes those who are thus working away 
day after day in the semi-darkness, and in time makes 
them animals. In old age they are little better than the 
horses and donkeys which work with them and which 
stay in the mines until they die. Some of the horses 
will live from ten to twenty years after going down 
‘underground, but they become perfectly blind at the end 
of three years.

Whales 
aren't fierce as a general thing, and they aren't very 
shy. To be sure one mustn't run at them se thai the 
boat is in range with their eyes. But generally there Is 
no trouble in bringing the boat close alongside of them. 
Most of them, big and little, take the iron as quietly 
as if they were cows. When they are struck all they 
want to do is to get Away. 

“Of course, the whaler must look out for flukes, and, 
in the case of sperm whales, for their jaws. You take 
an Ordinary whale and you want to remember that his 
fluke is as big as that barn door. And our boats are 
made of light scantling—half-inch stuff. We have ‘em 
light so that we can easily patch them together again 
when they get broken by a fish. 

“Well, when a fluke like that comes down on such a 
boat there isn’t much left. But the men don't get hurt 
often. When they see it coming they know that the 
only thing to do is to spill themselves out of the oppo- 
site side and swim for it. 

“When a boat is smashed the men grab for the oars 
and put them crosswise over what is left of the boat. 
Then they are safe until they are picked up.” 

“Do you find that men ever lose their nerve after their 
boats are smashed or they have some other wild en- 
1} perience with a big whale?” 

“Why, as to that,” said Capt. Vierra, pondering, I 
never heard of such a thing. Whalers don't think any 
more of going for a sixty or seventy-foot whale than 
they would of driving a cow home. In fatt,” and he 
laughed as something struck him, “I asked a boat steerer 
a few days ago to milk that cow of mine there and he 
was afraid to go near.” 

Comparing whales with cows is a common simile 
with New Bedford men. And when the comparison is 
used, even the unimaginative listener cannot help think- 
ing of that wonderful cow-herding of the ocean. A 
mighty cow indeed is a ceventy-foot right whale—a cow 
whose mouth alone would furnish a comfortable stable 
for ten Jerseys, whose tongue alone weighs as much 
as ten oxen and whose lips, throat and jawbones weigh 
as much as twenty-five 1000-pound steers. a 


Striking the Whale. ‘ 


“A hundred-barrel fish.” cays the captain. “is about 
seventy fect long. Sometimes you see bigger fish, but 
not often.. No, a whale as big as that doesn’t siick ont 
of the water very much. Whales float so that only 
just a small part of their backs and heads shows. In 
harpooning them, of course, the main idea is to get the 
iron in deep s> that it will hold and stop the fighting 
ac muck as possible. A man has to take mighty good 
care not to strike the white horse. That's the part of 
the whale that's all bone and gristle and the harpoon 
will simply slide off if it bits, there. It means a good 
deal of ridicule for a harpooner if he makes a mistake 
like that. 

“When a whale is struck the first thing that he does 
generally is to roll over into the sore Now and 
then a whale will roll over till he has the line wrapped 
around his wuoie body. We don't let a whale run any 
further than we have to, of course. 

“Many times a whale will hardly move away from the 
spot where he has been struck. Sometimes one will 
lie still and take two and even three irons without 
tying to run. As soon as the boat is fast we try to 
work up on him and get alongside so that the mate can 
use the killing lance and reach his life. 

“The life of/a whale is as big as a house. and there 
isn’t any trouble to find it. The dance is driven in with 
‘all the man’s might right behind his fluke and from the 


the blood comes up thick as tar. Then we lay off and 
walt. A good quick man will often brace himself right 
on the haft of the harpoon that is sticking in the whale 
and lance him half a cozen times before the boat backs 
away. Then it's merely a case of keeping out of the 
way till the fish dies. Sometimes a whale will die as 
easily as if he was asleep. There won't be a flurry or 
anything. He takes the harpoon and the lance and 
just dies. A 

“If a whale runs tod fast and far there is nothing 
for it except to cut away. Whalers don’t generally hold 
fast long enough to permit a fish to tow them out of 
sight of the ship. That makes the usual limit of hang- 
ing on in clear weather about eight miles. If they can 
come up with a whale in that distance they heave in 
on the line until they have as much as they can get 
and then they cut. Of course they dont cut till they 


“We gammed the Ellen Swift one day. She bad just 
lost six lines of 450 fathoms each to one whale. He 
took it all without stopping a minute and at last when 
they were towing behind him with more than three 
miles of line out they lost the whole business. That's 
pretty ve work, for whale line is mighty costly 
and fine line.” 
In Due and Ancient Fashion. a 


Whalers still recount in their logs that they gammed“ 
a ship, meaning that they stopped and had a talk, just 
as the logs of fifty years ago put it. Comparison be- 
tween those old logs and a log of last year shows a 
difference only in dates. They still use all the log terms 
just as they still use the old weapons. 

Each ship is supplied with a set of rubber stamps, 
one depicting a sperm, another a right whale and so on. 
When a whale is taken and saved, the entry for that 
day is stamped with a picture of the particular kind of 
whale that it was. If more than one whale was caught, 
there are as many vietures as there are whales. Each 
picture has written across it the number of barrels of 
oll that were obtained from the fish. ö 

When a vessel lowers and chases and finally loses the 
whale for any reason, the margin of the log for that 
date is ornamented with the stamp of the whale’s tail 
sticking up just as if he were diving. That denotes 
that the result of the chase was a “fluke”’ Sometimes 


— 


owners and captains make a great secret of where the 
whales were found. The writer was permitted to read 
through the log of one famous whaling bark only after 
he had promised the owners solemnly that he would 
not divulge the latitude and longitude of any places where 
big whales were taken. f 
The crews have as much interest in keeping the secret, 
for they share in the proceeds as crews did in the old 
days. Most of the new New Bedford whalers sail in the 
fame vessel voyage after voyage. When they retire at 
last from the sea, many of them buy farms in Massa- 
chusetts. These Portugese, who prove themselves such 
good whalers, also are proving themselves to be excel- 
lent farmers. Some of tho handsomest and most flour- 
ishing farms around New Bedford are owned by retired 
Portugese whaling men. > 


“Plum Pudd’n Whaling.” 


There is a form of whaling that is followed a great 
deal more from New Bedford now than deep-water 
whaling. it is whaling in schooners off shore, especially 
off Cape Hatteras. It is referred to, somewhat sar- 
castically by the deep-water men, as “plum pudd'n’ 
whaling,” because the crews are rarely out more than 
two or three months and they are always within run- 
ning distance of harbor. . : 

“Plum pudd'n’ whaling” may strike the deep-water 
whale catcher as tame. But to the landsman who sees 
the ridiculously small schooners with scarcely more 
freeboard than the brick schooners that one sees in 
peaceful inland waters, it doesn’t seem the height of 
luxury. And certainly no less peaceful and idyliic 
scene.could be selected in all the ocean than that par- 
ticular locality off Hatteras. 

The “plum pudd'n’ whaler” isn’t a bit behind his 
brother of the big ships in daring. He lowers in what 
steamships passengers would call a living gale. The 
writer saw the boats from two of these New Bedford 
schooners fast to small whales one winter's day off Hat- 
teras when the steamship on which he was, rolled so 
in the storm and sea that the water swept her bridge. 

Whales of the small species known as blackfish were 
plowing the sea that day wherever one looked, Far 
away toward the horizon, two plum pudd'n'” whaling 
schooners were rolling and pitching convulsively, as 
if each roll and pitch would be the last. And driving 
like madmen through the great shouldering green sea 
were the crews of two small boats fast to one whale, 
while a mile away a third boat, discernible only as & 
wallowing black streak, was dashing along behind an- 
other. It seemed to be a most peculiar kind of “plum 
pudd' n J. W. MULLER. 


CURIOUS ORIGIN OF FAMILIAR CUSTOMS. 

It is moet surprising what a number of little things 
we do without knowing the reason. .

In the days of sacrifice to the gods it was 
customary to get some poor victim when a boat was be- 
ing launched, and to cut his thro&t over the prow, so 
that hig blood baptized it. ' 

Why are dignitaries deafened by a salute when they 
visit a foreign port’? It seems a curious sort of welcome, 
this firing off of guns, but it appears the custom arose 
in a very reasonable way. Originally, a town or a war- 
ship fired off their guns on the approach of important 
and friendly strangers to show that they had such faith 
in the visitors peaceful intentions they didn't think it 
necessary to keep their guns loaded. 

Why do we sometimes throw a shoe after a bride? The 
reason is not very complimentary. From of old it has 
been the habit of mothers to chastise their children 
with a shoe. Hence the custom arose of the father ot a 
bride making a present to the bridegroom of a shoe, 
as a sign that it was to be his right to keep her in order,

Holidays in Switzerland. 


QUAINT AND CuRIOUS CUSTOMS 
THAT ARE PASSING AWAY. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


Bre (Switzerland) Dec. 8. — The varied festival 

B= of Switzerland, particularly those of 

Christmas. and New Year, are rapidly becoming ex- 
tinct and survive at the present time only in certain 
communities where the advent of industry, modern 
transportation. trade and competition, has not ousted 
the notion of homely sentiment from the breasts of the 
sturdy inhabitants. Of these festivities, those in con- 
nection with Holy Barbara Day, December 4, St. Niklaus 
Day, December 6, Christmas and Sylvester, the last day 
of the year, play the most important roles. 

The Santa Claus hunt in the Canton Zug was a char- 
acteristic festival that is now extant in several dis- 
tricts where neither fines nor punishment have sufficed 
to stamp out the usage. The coming of Claus is an- 
nounced for days previous by the youths, who gather 
in the neighboring meadows at twilight and snap long 
whips in unison in imitation of the drovers, varying 
this sharp noise with the blasts from a horn. On St. 
Niklaus eve the children march before the héuses carry- 
ing a pole decorated with ribbons and ornaments, on 
which is fastened a donkey's head. By pulling a string 
the donkey opens its mouth, sticks out its long tongue 
and is made to tap at the windows before which it waits 
patiently until coins of small value are wrapped in 
paper by the persecuted inhabitants, who then ignite the 
wrappings and feed burning paper and the coins to the 
persistent beast which swallows all mechanſcallx. 

Later in the evening the adult Claus hunters con- 
gregate in bands of fifteen or twenty, wearing a shep- 
berd’s white shirt and black cap with tassel. Cow- 
bells, the cracking of whips, horn blowing and the 
labored strains from an accordion serve to make their 
lively presence known. One represents St. Niklaus as a 
bishop, another is dressed as a donkey, while a third 
plays the attendant fool. This charming society visits 
first the outlying farms and are not at all averse to be- 
ing bravely regaled with feod and drink, while for 
their part they present nuts and candies to their hosts» 
Then they return to the village and gather only before 
the inn or the houses of friends, where they frequently 
demand money as their right, straightway making use of 
what is obtained or saving it in a general fund for the 
carnival season. 

During Holy Barbara Day and also upon Christmas 
night branches are cut from cherry trees and placed 
in water, as it is believed that if within two weeks they 
bear leaves or blossoms, a good cherry crop will cer- 

tainly be the result. The Rose of Jericho blooming at 
Christmastide is said to foretell the fertility of the 
meadows and of the fruit trees. When no Rose of 
Jericho is to be obtained the outside peel of an onion 
is substituted. Twelve such parings, representing the 
twelve months of the year, are placed in a row upon 
the table just previous to the midnight mass and op 
each portion a pinch of salt is deposited. After mass 
the parings are carefully examined and from the damp- 
ness of the salt the amount of the rainfall for each 
month is estimated. In farms owned by extremely 
superstitions farmers the best hay is fed to the cattle 
on this night as each animai is supposed to receive the 
gift of speaking one word.

ITY OF MEXICO, Dec. 18.—Jn the year 1325 A. D.

Texcoco, and appointed two priests, Axalohua and 
Cuauhcoat!, to traverse the great lakes of the Valley of 
Mexico, and search for a suitable place to locate their cap- 
ital. They had wearied of wandering, and their Ishmaelite 
life, now hunter, now hunted, palied upon them. They 
subsisted by the chase among the mountains, whose 
mighty feet were washed by the waves of Chaloo and 
Texcoco, and plied as well a precarious profession as 
fishermen. Hated and feared by surrounding tribes, this

ing a serpent. That was precisely the spot where the 
J good priest Axalohua sank, the day before. There they 
‘ ’ found the typical eagle of the Aztecs, and at that place 
they erected their first rude teocalli or temple, thatched 
with rushes, placing therein the idol of the god of war, 
thereafter to be their titular deity, and in whose name 
they would, centuries later, sacrifice sometimes 60,000 
victims a year, enemies captured and slain in awful con- 
flict. 
> Horrible Practices. 
e The Aztecs were a sanguinary people. They prac- 
1 ticed human sacrifices, cutting out the yet palpitating 


hearts of their victims and flinging them upon the altars 
of Huitzilopoxtiil. All the surrounding nations knew 
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has been perpetuated upon the Mexican 
the bush of thorny cactus, the defiant 
writhing sepent. The gray eagle of the Sierra Madre 
typified the undaunted spirit of the Aztec, exemplified 
by the ancient warriors Axayacat!l, Moctezuma I, Ca- 
cama, Cuitlahua and Cuahtemoc, a spirit later reflected 
by Juarez and Diaz, Morelos and Hidalgo. 

The ancient Aztees were sun worshipers, so was the 
eagle with its quenchless eye. They rallied along the 
mountain tops to sweep suddenly, like cruel birds, upon 
all whom they hated. They were born to battle, like te 
5 beakéd king of the cloud-kissed Cordillera. Singularly 

enough the eagle has perched upon every banner 
brought to Mexico on hostile intent, and yet the Mex!- 
can eagle has issued unharmed. He lost a few feathers 
in 1847, but long since the eagle-tipped lances, with the 
starry banner of the Northland, disappeared from Mex- 
ico, save in friendly display. The banners of old Spain. 
with the double eagles of Austria, sent to Mexico in 1519 
by Bourbon princes, no longer wave their message of 
menace to Mexico. The French and Austrian eagles of 
1861 lost many a feather while here, and will never 
undertake another issue in Mcxico. Significant is the 
history of this truly Roman race, born among the reeds 
and rushes of the great salt lake, outliving the tyranny 
of riva? nations, crushing them asthe eagle crushes the 
serpent in its beak, and reaching, two centuries later, a 
population of thirty millions, with a civilization that 
surprised the world. 


Unification of States. 


After King Axayacat! had libcrated the Aztecs from 
the tyranny of the Culhuacans, the empire gradually 
solidified into a union of kingdom or states, as did 
Prussia and the United States, many years later. It was 
an elective empire, and the heart of the nation lay 
between 18 deg. an 1 21 deg. north latitude, along the At- 
lantic, and 14 deg. and 19 deg. north latitude, along the Pa- 
cific, though kingdoms stretching northward toward the 
center of the United States owed certain homage to the 
Mexicans. They were the dominant race upon the 
American continent. 

The Aztecs believed in one, supreme, invisible creator, 
Taotl, but like the Toltees, they were polytheistic. They 
had thirteen chief and two hundred minor deities. 
Their favorite god, the god of war, Huitzilopoxtli, had 
a splendid temple, or teocalli, on the site of which now 
stands the. great cathedral of Mexico. It was a hideous 
idol, with broad face, wide mouth and terrible eyes. 
This monstrosity was covered with jewels, gold and 
pearls, and girt with golden serpents; at the neck as 
ornaments were faces of men in silver and hearts in 
gold. At the altars hung censers of copal incense, and 
braziers bearing living hearts offered in eacrifice of 
fire. Music and flowers were also employed in this 
sanguinary service, This god had 5000 priests, some of 
them renowned in astrology. 
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which are painted on strips of agave paper or on skins 
or cotton cloth, show Tenochtitlan in shape paralielo- 
gram, and occupying a space of abou! one quarter of 
the present size of the City of Mexico, The present city 
is nearly three miles square. The Aztec capital at the 
time of the conquest was sald to contain 120,000 houses, 
and not less than 300,000 people, and the Aztec empire, 
according to Humboldt, had 30,000,000 inhabitants.

Hernan Cortez, who was born at Estremadura, Spain, 
was only thirty-five years of age when he was given the 
command of the Mexican expedition. He sailed Novem- 
ber 18, 1518, from Santiago de Cuba, with a fleet of 
eleven small ships, 110 marines, sixteen cavalrymen, 
with their horses, 553 infantry, 200 Cuban Indians, ten 
howitzers and four falconets. One of the battleships, a 
small affair at the best, wes the flagship, and carried 
Spain, a black ensign with the arms 
of Carlos V (the double-headed eagle of Austria, with 
castles and lions of Castile and Leon.) at the sides the 
crimson cross, surrounded by blue and white clouds, 
and with the Latin legend: “Friends, let us follow the 
cross, and if we have faith, by this sign we shall con- 
quer.” On March 20, 1519, the Conquistadores entered 
the mouth of the Grijalva River, in Tabasco, a river 
that pierced the heart of the Mexican tropics and was 
bordered on either side by great mangroves. He over- 
came the Tabascans, one of whom, Marina. said to be a 
Princess, became attached to Cortez, and was invaluable 
to him later as an interpreter.

Thus, in Sura xxiv of the Koran, entitled “Light,” it is 
written: “And unto such of your slaves as desire a 
written instrument allowing them to redeem themselves 
on the payment of a certain sum, write one. if ye know 
good in them; that is, if ye have found them faithful, 
and have reason to believe they will fulfill their engage- 
ment; and give them likewise of the riches of God which 
He hath given you, either by bestowing on them of your 
Own substance or by abating them a part of their ran- 
som. Some commentators believe the last admonition 
to be addressed not only to the masters but to Musiims 
in general, making it an obligation on them all to assist 
those who have obtained their liberty and paid their 
ransom, either by giving the ransomed siaves of their 
own stock, or by admitting them to have a share in the 
public alme. One of the Imäms, as we read in a Shi'ah 
took of traditions, put a very generous tiaterpretation 
on te Prophet's words; for on the approach of the Haj 
Day he would buy as many slaves as he could afford to 
fet free-—a signal and heartening proof that Mohammed 
had not preached in vain. But, alas! in these modern 
days a slave is rarely allowed to buy his freedom—un- 
less, indeed, he be utterly worthless as a servant—until 
such time as his master is dead. A good Muslim either 
releases his slaves on his deathbed, havinz no further 
use for their services, or makes provision for * their 
redemption in his will.

Low State of Morality. 


Another instance of the Prophet's solicituce for the 
best welfare of the slaves must not be omitted here.

Distribution and Price of Slaves. 


Most of the slaves, male and female, came from Nubia 
and from Abyssinia. I tried my best to determine the 
extent of the traffic at Mecca, but in a country where 
the census is unknown, where every nobleman is an in- 
dependent ruler, and where the revenue cannot be cal- 
culated with any degree of accuracy, I found it impos- 
sible to form even a working hypothesis as to the num- - 
ber of human beings that are sold yearly in the city of 
God. That the trade by sea is on the decrease is cer- 
tain; but many a slaver escapes from the clutch of the 
British cruisers owing to the shallow waters of the Red 
Sea and to the fact that the pursuer cannot go ashore.

ISLAND OF VIEQUES (Santa Ysabel) Dec. 5, 1902.~— 
To reach Culebra from the Porto Rican coast, there is 
but one way, and that is by eailboat. One may take 
from San Juan the small steamer of the New York and 
Porto Rican Ateamship Company to Pajardo or to 
Vieques, and from either of the latter go by small sall- 
ing craite. Theee boats are none of them above ten or 
fifteen tons’ burden and only-a-few carry awnings, so 
one must pass over twenty miles of sea, exposed to the 
spray and the heat of the torrid sun. Such boats as are 
‘large enough to be comfortable charge such exorbitant 
prices for their services that none but the wealthy can 
afford the privilege of sailin; in them. in Vieques one 
‘finds a boat leaving every morning, but it is very often 
crowded to the safety limit. - 

From where | sit at the heliograph station in this 
place, one may very plainly see the dark mass of Culebra 
close at hand to the northward, chrome green in color, 
and with its broad beach line gleaming like a yellow rib- 
ben bet ween rock and fea. tg 

With ordinary opera glasses the white and ocher bulls 
and upperworks of the battieships which lie outside the 
harbor may be clearly distinguished, while upon the 
horizon ‘trailing wreaths of smoke appear as the dis- 
patch boats pass to and fro. 
Vieqües Island is one of the gems of the Antillean 
chain, although it is small in proportion to e area; it 
is a much mere valuable possession to Unele Sam than 
its overshadowing neighbor, Porto Rico. It is barely 
twenty miles in length, with a mean width of from seven 
to eight miles, it has almost every acre under cul- 
\ivation and pasturase. The annual yield of sugar is 
come 60,000 bags. and alto some very fine tobacco and 
small fruits are found here, although the latter ar- 
ticles are not exported. In the breeding of cattle and 
horses Vieques holds the first rank ia the West Indies. 
It has sent these to all the neighboring islands and to 
many other lands of the Western Hemisphere for many 
years, and still sends out its cattle, but within the past 
hundred yeats the horte market has become so de- 
pressed that few ponies are now sold, and the planters 
are generally considering what to do with their herds. 
The land-owners are limited here to a very few, 
mostly Frenchmen, although there are a few Spanlards. 
One proprietor bas nearly 8000 acres. Of small free- 
holders, there are perhaps not twenty in the entire is)- 
and, and there are but 120 taxpayers altogether. 

The history of the place was part of that of the archi. 
pelago, and the land vas at various times claimed by the 
French, English and Spanish. The French occupied it 
long enough to leave their descendents here and to im- 
plant their names among the people. , 

Santa Ysabel, the only town on Vieques, is a quaint 
and picturesque old place embowered in trees. 

Above it, upon a commanding height, is an old fort. 
now occupied by the Insular Police. which is called 
locally “Silver Fort,” the name being due to a tradi- 
tion that so large a sum was expended upon it by its 
builders that the Spanish King expressed it as his opin- 
jon that its towers and bastions were made of the white 
metal. 

The most remarkable feature of the place is its public 
cistern, which lies under the central plaza; and has a 
very great depth. This means of water supply is neces- 
sary, as there are no rivers upon the island, and only 
one or two very small springs. 

The waters lying between the islands of Vieques. 
Culebra and the Porto Rican coast are so filled with 
small islands and reefs of rock, both volcanic and cor- 
al, that they form scarcely more than a series of larte 
lagoons. Navigation in such waters becomes extremely 
dangerous. 

There is considerable sickness among the blue jackets 
in the fleet, owing to the sudden change of climate, ste.

On a Hand Car. 


A Run or Two HuNDRED MILEs 
IN PIONEER Days.

T WAS while rolling smoothly along in a Pullman 

car on the Northern Pacific Railroad through North- 

ern Dakota, that 1 heard the following experience 
related, which I think has never been equaled in hand- 
car travel, either in distance or speed. 

After a satisfying meal in the dining-car, I repaired

other passengers enjoying their after-dinner cigars, 
and, after lighting my weed, I “took stock” of the 
company, which I found to consist of a commercial 
traveler, a portly geatleman, whom I found to be an

The quiet gentieman, in answer to the young man's 
exclamation and the questioning look directed at bim.

“Have not you had some frontier experience?” I has- 
tened to ask. 

“Well,” he returned, smiling pleasantly, “our friend 
here, in speaking of the deck of a cayuse, reminds me 
of a comewhat novel trip I once made over these 
prairies that might interest you, possibly.” 

“What was it?” Let's have it!” “Yes, tell us,“ we 
chorused. 

“Well,” said he, “in the fall of 1875, I returned to 
Bismarck from a surveying trip. in company with Mr. 
R. a eon of the well-known Jerry R., of Wisconsin. 
We found, on our arrival at Bismarck, that the railroad 
company had ceased operating that division for the win- 
ter, only a week previously. 

“I must tell you that at that time, about all the 
traffic the railroad had was freight for the Upper Mis- 
sourl River, and with the close of navigation on that 
stream in the fall, their business practically ended for 
the winter. The previous winter they had tried to keep 
the road open between Fargo and Bismarck, but the 
cost of trying to operate the road and shovel their 
trains out of the snow drifts had far exceeded the reve- 
nue; so they bad concluded not to attempt to operate 
that division that winter. You know, of course, that 
Bismarck was at that time the western terminus. 

“We found that there had been a weekly stage serv- 
ide established between Bismarck.and Fargo, but the 
stage left Bismarck on Monday mornings, while we had 
arrived there Monday noon, and we had ei to hire 
a private comveyance, wait nearly a week for the stage, 
or find some other way of getting through. 

“The trip by stage or private conveyance was not 
prom of much ease; the two hundred miles over 
those and uninhabited prairies, over none too 

god roads, and with a chance of being caught in a 
blizzard any day, was a picture that did not appeal to 
us. 


“In this dilemma Mr. R. suggested sailing to Fargo 
on a hand car. and he immediately telegraphed to the 
railroad headquarters for permission to use a car, which 
they granted; and we set to work to make a ‘prairie 
schooner’ of the section boss’ ‘private car.’ 

“At Bismarck we had found Father G., of Duluth, a 
well-known and greatly beloved man, who had also 
reached Bismarck too late for the stage, and being in a 
great hurry to get to Duluth, was glad of the opportun- 
ity to join us on our novel craft. There was also a 
discharged soldier from Fort Rice who wished to go 

— East, as well as another gentleman who said he would 
like to join us, so our party numbered five, including 
myself. 

“For a mast for our car, we took a piece of 2 by 4 
and nailed it of the front end, with a 
epike on top to hold the loop in the top of the sail.

“The news of the novel trip we were 
upon had got noised about, and a large part of 
‘marckites gathered to josh us, and ask us when we 
were ‘going to sail.’ I'll venture to say that there are

“We had made all possible haste, and by 6 p.m.. 
there being a fair breeze from the west. we ‘hoisted 
anchor,’ raised our sail. and from the midst of a crowd 
of cheering frontiersmen, slowly sailed away toward 
civilization. 

“| must tell you that. at that time, such a trip was muoh 
more of an undertaking that it would be now, for be- 
tween Biemarck and ‘Jimtown’—aa it was then called 
there was not a house except the railroad section-houses, 
which were ten miles apart; and during that winter only 
some tour or five of those were inhabited. As it is 100 
miles from Bismarck to Jimtowh, you will see that it 
was quite a way ‘between drinks,’ as one governor said 
to another. 

“As we left the little village of Bismarck, and saw the 
few glimmering lights sink out of sight, the scene, in 
connection with the circumstances, made a lasting im- 
pression on my mind. To the westward the bold bluffs 
skirting the Missouri River were still dimly seen in 
the gathering darkness; in the other three points of the 
compass, the almost level prairie stretched away beyond 
the horizon; how far to the north and south we scarcely 
knew, but extending to the eastward away into Minne- 
Ka, and some two hundred miles of it we musi traverse 
to reach civilization and safety from impending bliz- 
zards. There was also the chance that we might be at- 
tacked by some prowling band of murderous Sioux, as 
they had. only a short time before, ranged as far east 
as the Jim River, where they had killed two people and 
run ofa band of cattle. We did not, however, see any 
redskins, though we were attacked by—but I'm getting 
ahead of my story. 

“We sailed merrily along under a full moon, until 
the breeze began to fail, and at last our sail hung idly 
at our mast. 

Well. boys,” said Father G., we must use our mus- 
cles, it won't do to linger; see those fieecy clouds in 
the East? They look like snow; an inch of snow would 
effectually block this train, and we must get out of this.’ 
So, lowering our sall, we took off our coats and set to 
work at the pumping brakes with a will. 

“Did any of you gentlemen ever pump a hand car? 
If you have, you will appreciate it when I say that it 
soon grew to be excecdingly weary and back-aching 
work; but we kept hard at it until about midnight, 
when we came to an occupied section-house. 

“We rapped them up, and through Father's G.’s good 
offices (they being members of his church.) they soon 
prepared the best meal at their command, to which— 
it is needless to add—we did ample justice. 

“Having appeased the cravings of hunger, we in- 
quired our whereabouts, and learned that we were at 
the fifteenth eiding—only fifty miles from Bis- 
marck— but nothing daunted, we started again at about 
3 a.m., and as from there to Jamestown we had enough 
fitful breeze to rcli¢ve us from ‘working our passage’ 
about half of the time, we made fairly good speed, and 
reached Jimtowa at about 8 a.m., pretty tired and sleepy 
but greatly encouraged at our progress, as we here over- 
took the stage which left Bismarck twelve hours ahead 
of us. They were just pulling out as we arrived. 

“The people of Jimtown gave us a hearty welcome; 
they were looking for us, having been apprised by wire 
of our coming, but had not expected to see us so $902. 

“We agreed that it would be wise to take a few hours 
sleep at Jimtown, and the resi of the party had gone 
to sleep; but I, whe knew the country better, and ap- 
preciated the danger of being caught by a storm on the 
prairie, had been unable to sleep, and was anxiously 
scanning the sky, and whistling for a good western 
breeze. 

“At about 10:30 a strong wind sprang up directly 
from the West and amid a protest from them, I hastily 
awakened my companions. We act sail without delay. 
and with a steadily freshening wind we climbed . the 
steep grade out of the Jim River Valley without 
touching the handles—ah. here we are now. just abort 
to start down that grade.” said the ».rrator, iaterrupt- 
ing himself. 

“When we reached the high level plain that we have 
just left, we were spinning along in almost a gale, when 
suddenly down came our mast. Fortunately we were 
near a snow fence. and securing some spikes from it 
we soon repaired the damage. 

“Just as we had stepped aboard for a fresh start, the 
ex-soldier—who was an Irishman—-after clapping his 
hand to his breast pocket, exclaimed in trembling tones.

At Bismarck I found a number of citizens who ree 
membered the trip our acquaintance had 80 entertaining 
told us of, and verified the tale as to the time of leaving 
Bismarck. and arrival at Fargo, as reported by tele 
graph. I afterward happened to meet the ex-soldief, 
Mac, and questioned him about the trip. He agreed with 
everything that had been told me, except that wen 
asked him about the buffalo, he said, with a sly twinkle 
in his eye, “Sure, ‘tis a long toime since dhin an’ TG 
cant be rememberin all that happened, but faith “twas 
a great thrip we made, anyway.”

A SHORTHAND TYPEWRITER. 

Attempts to combine stenography and typewriting 
have not been very successful hitherto, but it is claimed 
that the problem has now been solved by a Frenchman, 
M. Lafaurie, in a machine named by him, “the steno- 
dactyl. In this machine, there are only ten keys, one 
for each finger, and the position of the fingers remains 
the same throughout the writing, the different sounds 
being written by depressing different combinations of 
keys. In this way, sixty-two sounds can be registered, 
which are found to be sufficient for phonetic writing. 
The left hand writes the consonants and the right hand 
the vowels, and, as the hands are employed simui- 
taneously, each movement of the two writes a syllable. 
The speed is thus trebled, and an operator who can write 
seventy words a minute on an ordinary typewriter can 
do 200 words on the “stenodactyl.” It is claimed that 
this type of instrument ts destined to come into wide use 
and that it will practically solve the problem of a un-

SOME SUGGESTIONS FOR IMPROVING

J. C., FLAGSTAFF. Ariz. writes: “I read 
every week your page on The House Beautiful 
* and yet am unable to decide just how to paint 
woodwork in my living-room, dining-room and hall. 
The living-room is 15x18 with a bracket bay window 
in front (facing east, and a double window (or two 
windows together.) on south side. Opposite the bay 
window is a red-brick fireplace. There is a space of 
fifty-one inches on each side of this fireplace. Would 
you advise having a built-in bookcase on one side and 
a built-in seat on the other side? The, only wood we 
get here is Arizona pine. 
to have a wood shelf. Now please tell me what color 
to have this shelf, bookcase and seat painted; or would 
you prefer oll and white varnish? The walls in this 
room and the hall (which is 6x12.) are to be tinted a 
rather dark green, with lighter ceiling. Have bought 
a new Brussels rug of tan ground with oriental figures 
in red and green. I got tan ground because red or 
green is too hard to keep clean; every footprint is 
visible. I have three willow rockers. They were very 
expensive when new and 1 do not feel that I can afford 
to discard them. They have never been varnished or 
stained. Shall I put white varnish on them or stain 
them dark? ‘They are too large to look well with white 
enamel. I thought of having cushions for them of 
red and green if | white-varnished them. I have a 
parlor table of mahogany color, one of bird's-eye

Burlaps for doors and linen taffeta for windows in plain 
colors of precisely the same shade will look well. If 
your willow rockers have become shabby from use it 
will be better to stain them before varnishing as they 
will then look as if they were new; a solution of soda 
and water will turn the willow a light yellow, and they 
can then be varnished and are very pretty if in good 
condition. A piece of brocade in a dull red, bound 
with gold galloon. would look well as a cover for one of 
your smal! tables. Personally. | am very fond of 
Flemish oak furniture in halls. but I also admire the 
weathered oak in good shapes. in your small hal! !

most effective. I found recently at several of the New 
York upholsterers a cotton, velvet. quite wide and cost- 
ing $1.50 a yard. in a very dull. soft shade of red. which 
realized would make beautiful hangings in a Fiemish 
oak doorway.

This may 
partly account for many people yearly experiencing colds 
‘and other affections almost immédiately upon taking to 
their furs for the season. I have often seen cramps and 
local eczema considerably aggravated by the wearing of 
non-porous kid gloves. 

“Dr. Geisler tells of an expériment that showed that 
three hours’ exposure to pure sunshine killed typhoid 
germs while it took six hours’ exposure to the beams of 
an electric arc lamp of 1000-candle-power, at a distance 
of only thirty-nine inches, to produce a similar effect. 
No artificial appliance can possibly equal the power of 
direct sunlight, especially when applied to the living 
body. I felt very strongly convinced of this when going 
over the Finsen Light Institute in Copenhagen, which 
depends entirely upon the focussing of artificial light for 
curing lupus. But sunlight, great as its power for good 
is, forms but a factor in the treatment of disease, and 
when, as at that institute, | was told by the kindly 
matron that fruit and vegetables might be all very well 
for me and my son, and for the cure of diseases, 
but ‘plenty of meat was needed for lupus cases.’ I real- 
ized how much an electric system, where all curative 
factors should be organized into ane complete har- 
monious method of treatment, was needed, and I am 
trying to build up and develop such a system. Do not 
think that the magie power of even sunny alr will ex- 
onerate you from being equally strict in the observance 
of other health factors. Disobedience to law in one di- 
rection discounts the good effects of obedience in another 
direction.”

Bhe is the girl who studies herself first and the fash- 
fon plates afterward.

Is her income limited? Then she turns her back upon 
light-weight furbelows and buys a tailored street suit, 
in the wearing of which she can snap her fingers at 
fierce sunlight and rain.

Having selected her hat with equal care, she turns her 
attention to the veil.

Its drapery is equally important. So in this, the

MONG the heroes of France whose names are held 
A in veneration is Bertrand du Gueselin. He lived 
and fought many years before Columbus discovered 


America. Besides being a valiant soldier, he was a 
champion of the rights of the people, who were much 
oppressed in those days.

He had much success in driving out the Spaniards and 
the English, who at that time tried to conquer France.
